The following editorial appealed in The New York (Jlobe the 


other day under the caption, " Working I'p War"

editorial in the main, but there is one point to which Me desire to call 
fttcntion. 
The editorial follows: 


The comments of the German newspapers show that the 


German government, following a policy whoso results have 
worked such disaster to the world, is misinforming the Ger- 
man people with respect to the rubmarine controversy. The 
German people are being told that this country is demanding 
that Germany cease using submarines. 
Ernest Basserman, 


leader of the National Liberals in the Reichstag, either misin- 
formed or willing to misinform others, is quoted as saying: 
"The fact must be clearly expressed that our nation is unwil- 
ling to allow the weapons of submarine warfare to be wrested 
from its hands by America." 


America has not sought to deny to Germany the use of 


submarines. All it seeks is to secure their use in a civilized 
manner — a totally different question. Our people know this, but 
there is reason to fear that the German people do not. Trust- 
ing blindly to the interested perversions of their government, 
the people of Germany are artfully deceived into thinking that 
America has presented impossible, even insulting, demands. 


Just before the outbreak of the war the German govern- 


ment in official announcements flatly declared that Serbia had 
rejected Austria-Hungary's demands, when the fact was there 
was practical acceptance. 
Then followed the announcement, 


now known to be false, that the Russians had invaded Germany, 
and immediately after came an official bulletin to the effect that 
the French had crossed the frontier. 
Germans honestly be- 


lieve, that Germany was attacked. The German people were 
not informed as to the arbitration proposals of the British 
government and the agreement of France, Russia, and Italy 
thereto.

And. while the adminis- 
tration Is greatly distressed about the 
necessity for sending a force across the 
border—well, there are some possible 
political advantages,
